"NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. The legislature finds that public utility
districts provide custoner-owned, nonprofit utility services throughout
Washi ngton state. The legislature further finds that statutory bid
[imts for public utility districts have not been increased to address
inflation and dramatic cost increases in construction materials. The
| egislature further finds that existing bid Iimts and high
construction material costs often preclude public utility districts
frommaintaining and repairing their utility infrastructure, providing
training and experience to utility workers, and accommodating high
contract adm nistrative costs. The legislature further finds that
existing bid limts result in increased costs to both public utility
districts and utility custoners. Therefore, it is the intent of the
| egislature to anend the bid limts for public utility districts to
address inflation and i ncreased material costs.

Sec. 2. RCW54.04.070 and 2002 ¢ 72 s 2 are each anmended to read
as follows:

(1) Any item or itens of the sanme kind of materials, equipnent, or
suppl i es purchased, the estimated cost of which is in excess of ((tenr))
fifteen thousand dollars, exclusive of sales tax, shall be by
contract ((—PROWDBEB—Fhat)). However, a district nmay nmake purchases
of the sane kind of itens of materials, equipnent, and supplies not
exceeding ((+-ve)) seven thousand five hundred dollars in any cal endar
month wi t hout a contract, purchasing any excess thereof over ((#—ve))
seven thousand five hundred dollars by contract.

(2) Any work ordered by a district conm ssion, the estimted cost
of which is in excess of ((tenr)) twenty-five thousand dollars,

exclusive of sales tax, shall be by contract((—exeept—that)).
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However, a district commssion may have its own regularly enployed
personnel perform work which is an accepted industry practice under
prudent utility managenent w thout a contract. For purposes of this
section, "prudent wutility managenent” nmeans performng work wth
regularly enployed personnel utilizing material of a worth not
exceeding one hundred fifty thousand dollars in value wthout a
contract ( (——PROA-DED—That—sueh) ). This limt on the value of
material being utilized in work being perfornmed by regularly enpl oyed
personnel shall not include the value of individual itens of equi pnment
purchased or acquired and used as one unit of a project.

(3) Before awarding ((sueh)) a contract required under subsection
(1) or (2) of this section, the conm ssion shall publish a notice once
or nore in a newspaper of general circulation in the district at |east
thirteen days before the |ast date upon which bids will be received,
inviting sealed proposals for the work or materials((+)). Plans and
specifications ((ef—whieh)) for the work or materials shall at the tine
of ((+he)) publication be on file at the office of the district and
subject to public inspection. Any published notice ordering work to be
perfornmed for the district shall be mailed at the tinme of publication
to any established trade association which files a witten request with
the district to receive such notices. The comm ssion may, at the sane
time and as part of the sane notice, invite tenders for the work or
mat erial s upon plans and specifications to be submtted by the bidders.

(5) Whenever equipnment or nmaterials required by a district are held
by a governnental agency and are avail able for sale but such agency is
unw I ling to submt a proposal, the conm ssion may ascertain the price
of such itens and file a statenent of such price supported by the sworn
affidavit of one nenber of the comm ssion, and may consi der such price
as a bid without a deposit or bond.

(6) Pursuant to RCW 39.04.280, the conmssion nmay waive the
conpetitive bidding requirenents of this section ((pursuanrt—to—RCON
39-04-280)) and RCW54.04.080 if an exenption contained within ((that
seet+on)) RCW 39.04. 280 applies to the purchase or public work.
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Sec. 3. RCW54.04.082 and 2002 ¢ 72 s 1 are each anmended to read
as follows:

For the awarding of a contract to purchase any item or itens of
the sanme kind of materials, equipnment, or supplies in an anount
exceeding ((ten)) fifteen thousand dollars, but less than ((H¥ft+y))
sixty thousand dollars, exclusive of sales tax, the conm ssion may, in
lieu of the procedure described in RCW 54.04.070 and 54.04.080
requiring public notice to invite seal ed proposals for such material s,
equi pnent, or supplies, pursuant to comm ssion resolution use the
process provided in RCW 39.04.190. Waiver of the deposit or bid bond
requi red under RCW 54.04.080 may be authorized by the comm ssion in
securing such bid quotations.”
